IMPROVEMENTS ON CERTAIN STREETS WILL BE DELAYED 

Discrepancies Discovered Between Posted Notices of Street Work 
and Ordinances Ordering Same—Will Post New Notices— 

City Attorney Haas Explains Vrooman Act, 


A special meeting of the city trustees 
was held last night to consider certain 
matters relating to street work on 
Mountain Trail, Baldwin and Central 


avenues. 


/ AT RIPE AGE. 

Thomas S. Palmer, Well Known in This 
City, Dies in Los Angeles. 

Mr. Thomas S. Palmer, well known to 
early residents of Sierra Madre, died 
Wednesday at his home, 3303 Downey 
avenue, Los Angeles. Mr. Palmer was 
82 years old, and had been feeble for a 
number of years. 

In the early days of California settle¬ 
ment Mr. Palmer came to this state 
from Iowa, and for many years had 
lived in Los Angeles. He formerly 
owned what is still known as the 
Palmer property on Central avenue, 
west of the Kersting building in this 
city. 

About two years ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Palmer lost a son, who was about to 
come from the East to make his home 
with them, and his loss was keenly felt 
by the aged parents. An aged widow 
who is in feeble in health and one son, 
C. S. Palmer, survive him. The funeral 
will occur from the residence Sunday, 
and the interment will be in Evei'grecn 
cemetery. I

stating that certain variances had been 

* discovered in the notices posted on the 
streets and the ordinance ordering the 
work done, which were of such a char¬ 
acter as to invalidate the proceedings, 
and that it would be necessary to take 
the matter up at that point and 
post new notices and republish sub¬ 
sequent proceedings. The ordinances of 
intention state that the streets are to be 
graded and oiled according to the plans 
and profiles for such work on file in 
the office of the city engineer of said 

‘ city and city specifications for such : 
work'on file in the office of the ^ 
city clerk (except such portions of i 
said street and intersections as are 
required to be kept in order or repair 
by any person or company having rail¬ 
road tracks thereon, and also excepting 
such portions as have already been 
graded to the official line and grade, 
oiled and accepted by said city.) These 
exceptions were omitted from the 
posted notices. i 

Another discrepancy was in the mat- | 
ter of gutters and curbs, the ordinance i 
excepting such portions where a I 
cement or granite curb and gutter had ! 
already been constructed to the official 
line and grade and accepted by the city, 
while the notices merely specified 
cement. 

Some question was also raised as to 
the size of type used in the headings 
j of the notices, the form used being! 
similar to a copy secured from the j 
street superintendent of Monrovia. ! 
The law provides that the words! < 
“Notice of Street Work," at the head ^ i 
shall be in letters at least one inch ;; 
in length. In these notices the word 1 1 
“of” was much smaller, the word 11 
“notice” being large and “street work” ' 1 
being in letters two inches in length. It 11 
seems that the form supplied as copy : ( 
was erroneous, and had been discard-' i 
ed by the city of Monrovia. I 

* The city attorney explained at length j ^ 
the workings of the Vrooman act in the 1 1 
matter of paying assessments for street I 
improvements, and advised very I 
strongly in favor of the cash basis. | 
The original act provided for this a 


s basis, the warrants and diagram are 
n made up by the street superintendent, 
n The warrant is an authorization to the 
.1 contractor to collect. The property 
owner has thirty days in which to pay 
Y the assessment. If not paid within 
., that time the contractor goes to each 
1 parcel of land and in a loud voice pro- 
£ claims the completion of the work and 
£ demands payment. The street superin- 
• tendent cancels all property upon 
, which the assessment is paid, and all 
J unpaid stands delinquent. Upon the 
I delinquent property the contractor has I 
- a lien for two years, at any time during 
F which period he may force payment by 
: suit, being entitled to the amount of 
i the assessment with interest at 7 per 
I cent and costs of suit. 

It is unusual, however, for con- 
l^ tractors to enforce payment until just 
^before the expiration of the two-year 
period, as the seeurity is ample, and 
bears interest at the rate of 7 per cent 
per annum. Very few contractors 
finance their contracts, being backed by 
some bank or private capitalists, and 
they are almost universally glad to 
have the accounts stand for the two 
years, thus drawing their 7 per cent 
interest. The city attorney said there 
I were many reasons why the cash plan 
I was to be preferred to the bond system. 

! In Monrovia the board of trade and 
I citizens protested against the issuing of 
I bonds, and that plan has never been 
adopted in that city. 

Under the bond system warrants 
would be issued to the contractor in the 
same manner as if the work were done 
for cash. And, indeed, it is possible 
j for any one to pay cash for the work 
I under this plan, though far more ex- . 
I pensive, as he is compelled to have a ' 
j certificate of title made to file with the 1 
I city treasurer, stating that he is the 
' owner in fee of the property described, : 
and does not want the bond. But, as : 
under this plan the contractor adds at < 
least 25 per cent to the amount of his j 
bid for doing the work, to enable him 1 
to discount the bonds, the payer of 1 
cash is compelled to pay at least as that i 
much more for having his work done. a 
If the bonds are issued they run ten '] 
years, payable in equal annual install- s 
meats with interest coupons which \ 
bear usually 10 per cent interest.

Endorses Fair. 


Now that President Roosevelt in his 
message to congress has endorsed the 
participation of the United States gov¬ 
ernment in the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
exposition, the management of the 1909 
fair will carry on a campaign to secure 
the early passage of the appropriation 
bill. 

The fact that the exposition manage¬ 
ment has pledged itself not to accept a 
loan or gift from Uncle Sam is en¬ 
dorsed in President Roosevelt’s message.

a prescription or prescriptions given by 
any licensed physician therefor, pro* 
vided, however, that such druggist 
shall before selling, dispensing, dis¬ 
tributing or giving away any such 
spirituous, vinous, malt, mixed or 
any intoxicating liquors require from 
each person to whom such spirituous, 
vinous, malt, mixed or intoxicating 
liquor is sold, dispensed, given, dis¬ 
tributed or furnished a separate written 
prescription signed by some licensed 
physician for each separate quantity of 
such spirituous, vinous, malt, mixed or 
other intoxicating liquor so sold, dis¬ 
tributed, given away, or dispensed, 
which said prescription shall be placed 
on file at the drug store, pharmacy or 
other place of business of said drug¬ 
gist or pharmacist where the said 
liquor is sold and shall by said drug¬ 
gist or pharmacist be kept on hie for 
the period of six months after the 
receipt of the same and said files shall 
at all times be open to inspection by 
the City Marshal of said city of Sierra 
Madre and his duly authorized depu¬ 
ties, provided, further, that said 
written prescription shall not be again 
used by said druggist, his servants, 
agents or employees for the filling 
thereof after the same has once been 
filled and placed on hie. Alcohol for 
external or mechanical use may be sold 
without a prescription. Every drug¬ 
gist or pharmacist selling alcohol or 
any vinous, malt, spirituous, mixed or 
other intoxicating liquors shall pay in 
advance a license fee of $3.00 per 
quarter annum. 

Sec. 5. The violation of this ordi¬ 
nance by any person, hrm or corpo¬ 
ration is hereby made a misdemeanor 
and any person, hrm or corporation 
found guilty of violating the same, or any 
provision thereof, shall, upon convict- 


or more than one hundred hfty (150) 
days, or by both such hne and im¬ 
prisonment. 

Sec. 6. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this ordinance and 
shall cause the same to be published 
once in the “Sierra Madre News,” a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in said city of Sierra Madre, and 
hereby designated for that purpose and 
thereupon and thereafter the same shall 
take effect and be in force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopted 
at a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the city of Sierra Madre held 
on the 12th day of December, 1907, 
by the affirmative vote of at least three 
trustees, to-wit:

An Ordinance of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre regulating the sale and 
dispensation of spirituous, vin¬ 
ous, and malt liquors within 
said City of Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. That it shall be and it is here¬ 
by made unlawful for any person, hrm, or 
corporation, either dirictly, or indirectly, 
to sell, distribute, dispense, furnish or 
give away any vinous, spirituous, malt, 
mixed or other intoxicating liquors 
within said City of Sierra Madre, ex¬ 
cept as hereinafter especially provided. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance shall not apply' to the dispensing, 
serving or otherwise distributing for 
consumption upon the premises of any 
spirituous, vinous, malt, mixed or other 
intoxicating liquors at any private 
home, dwelling or residence by the 
owner occupant or proprietor thereof, 
his servants, or employees to the mem¬ 
bers of the family of said owner, occu¬ 
pant, or proprietor, his or their ser¬ 
vants, guests or employees. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall not apply 
to the sale, dispensation, furnishing or 
distribution by any winery located, 
situated or being conducted within 
said City of Sierra Madre of any wine 
or other products manufactured at said 
winery when sold, dispensed, furnished 
or distributed to be taken from said 
premises and not to be consumed there¬ 
on. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall not ap¬ 
ply to the sale, dispensation, giving

Membership in the association is open to any 
person of full age on payment of an annual sub¬ 
scription of two dollars or a single life subscrip¬ 
tion of twenty-five dollars. A monthly subscrip¬ 
tion of twenty-five cents entitles the subscriber 
to the use of the Library, but does not qualify 
such subscriber as a member of the Association.
